Superintendent Dr. Kenneth 
Seifert told Griggs that the 
committee had told him to get an 
individualized program, that the 
system had decided to produce its 
own only after no comprehensive 
individualized program could be 
found, and that the individualized 
program would actually save 
money over a five year period, 
despite understandable high costs 
the first two years. 

Seifert handed out a_ table 
showing that the system’s old read- 
ing program, which he considers 
inadequate, cost $34,500 in 1970, 
and even without inflation, this 
comes to $172,500 for a five year 
period, since the materials are 
consumable, 

The Andover Individualized 
Reading System (AIRS) which will 
begin in the elementary schools in 
February, cost $72,000 the first 
year, will cost nearly $42,000 
the second, but drop sharply to 
$14,500 the next three years, since 
its materials are encased in plastic 
and reuseable. Total five year cost 
- $157,411. 

The annual per pupil cost of the 
old reading program for this period 
is $11,50; The cost of the newAIRS 
program - $10.50, a savings of $1 
per pupil per year. 

‘*If this kind of logic is wrong,’’ 
said Seifert, ‘‘I want to know it. 
In the first two years there’s a 
bigger cost, but in the five year 
projection it will actually save 
money. Three years ago you asked 
me for changed programs and 
lowered costs.”’ 

Griggs pressed his colleagues 
on whether they had been aware 
that the program costs would jump 


to $72,000 from $8,000 budgeted 
for individualized reading. Chair- 
man King reminded him that far 
more than $8,000 had been budget- 
ed for reading under other state 
coding categories such as text- 
books and workbooks in the old 
style budget, and that it was the 
improved accounting methods of 
the superintendent that actually 
made it possible to see what pro- 
grams cost. ‘‘It isn’t quite fair, 
when now for the first time we’ve 
got true program costs showing, 
to say that under the old system, 
things were hidden or they did 
terrible things,’’ 

Frank Hill told Griggs ‘‘When 
you are starting a new program, 


it’s ridiculous to hack away at the

initial year’s spending. When 
you’re running a $7 million busi- 
ness for 6,000 kids, you can’t ex- 
pect it to be completely cycled in 
one year.’’ 

Dr. Frishman wondered why 
Griggs suddenly started worrying 
about it now, when he’d been there 
all: along. ‘‘I guess elections are 
getting close, and issues must be 
raised,” he remarked. He de- 
plored terms such as ‘‘sucked 
in.”’ 

Superintendent Seifert suggested 
that to avoid misunderstanding 
which could. be demoralizing to 
the organization, perhaps the 
school committee should set 
a policy, that when a particular 
account is a certain percent over- 
spent a superintendent should 
come back to the committee be- 
fore changing categories. There 
is no such policy now, he had 
pointedly reminded Griggs 
earlier, 

Griggs made such a motion, 
setting a 10% margin on accounts, 
but there was no second; the rest 
of the committee did not wish to 
leave the budget work to discuss 
or decide this policy measure in 
the heat of the issue. The secretary 
was instructed to mention that it 
would be brought up later. 


Decision 


Andover Reading Supervisor 
Mrs. Theresa Murphy spoke to 
answer Dr. Griggs’ other question 
from the last meeting: ‘‘Why did 
Andover decide to produce its own 
reading program?” 

Mrs. Murphy explained that her 
department had the charge to find 
an individualized reading program, 
but found none available on the 
market, IPI had a program, an 
annual per pupil cost of $13.00, 
she said. Not only was this too 
high, but the program had been 
withdrawn from the market be-- 
cause of problems. So Andover set 
to work to design its own, and 
came up with the Andover In- 
dividualized Reading System 
(AIRS). Mrs. Murphy had some- 
thing further to add: ‘‘You asked 
the administration to come up 
with a system, and we have. This 
year, for the first time, I’ve been 
really responsible for ordering 
the materials. For the first time 
I’m accountable. You can hold 
me and my staff responsible for 
the reading program.”’ 

A spectator asked if the AIRS 
program was marketable and could 
produce income for the system. Dr. 
Seifert replied that this was purely 


speculative at this time. AIRS was | 


produced by the schools’ reading 
department, was the property of 
the school and would be copy- 
righted, he said, and there had 
been inquiries from publishers; 
but nothing would be done until the 
individualized reading program 
was in full operation fn the An- 
dover schools and had been work- 
ing for some time.

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science and social studies, and 
each of these also has a high first 
year cost, just as reading and math 
did last year, with costs dropping 
sharply the second year. 

East Junior High Principal Dr, 
Richard McGrail reported that the 
science study committee he heads 
has recommended use of the 
Science curriculum Improvement 
Study (SCIS) program, which will 
cost the system $35,000 to pur- 
chase in 1972. He said this will 
drop to a $4,500 annual cost for 
the next four years, for replace- 
ment of consumable portions 
of the programs, 

The assistant high school 
Principal Jerry Silverman re- 
ported that his social studies com- 
mittee had not made a final choice 
of programs, but was considering 
two interdisciplinary multi-level 
multi-media programs.

were listed as inadequate equip- 
ment for operation at the landfill 
and lack of adequate cover, sur- 
face and ground water adding to 
pollution and administrative detail, 
such as the maintenance of daily 
logs dealing with work, quantity 
of refuse handled, etc. 


Both Austin and McQuade said 
they recognized the fact that the 
present site is located within the 
Fish Brook watershed area and 
that they were aware of problems 
dealing with the disposal site. 

Important consideration, how- 
ever, must be given to the fact 
the town has operated dump there 
for the past 27 years, with atten- 
tion being given to the problems 
inherent in solid waste disposal 
only coming within recent years, 

That Andover ‘has taken posi- 
tive action in making corrections 
is substantiated in the letter 
forwarded to Tarbell by Austinand 
McQuade. 

They realize the situation can- 
not continue, but have been taking 
steps to correct the problems, 
such as retaining consultants to 
study alternate sites in a report 
which is due soon. 

Also contained in the status 
report forwarded to the state is 
the increased costs incurred by 
the town in recent years in meet- 
ing the demands of new anti- 
pollution and solid waste regula- 
tions. 

Among items submitted as 
evidence of the town’s efforts to 
comply with regulations, the let- 
ter shows the increased costs 
of obtaining cover material which 
increased 100 percent last year 
and will jump 260 percent, 
if town meeting approves the re- 
quest for $125,000 in the coming 
year. 

A request for a bulldozer was 
rejected a year ago, but thevoters 
will be asked again this year to 
purchase the new equipment. 

Drainage work has been done 
at the site and bids will be called 
in March for additional drainage 
work to eliminate pollution. 

Removal of chemicals from the 
dump has been noted in the com- 
munication. 

All brush formerly taken tothe 
dump by town agencies is now re- 
moved to another location where it 
is chipped and used for cover 
material. 

The town, through voluntary 
agencies has instituted paper and 
glass recycling programs. 

Local industries have instituted 
studies to determine waysto assist 
the town, and have implemented 
programs. 

Several studies andimplementa- 
tion of new programs have been 
accomplished with the assistance 
or observation of the state agency. 
_ The town has also become a 
part of the regional solid waste 
disposal study committee in an 
effort to study and resolve the 
long range problems, with area 
communities. 

Local officials point out that 
an extension of time would aid in 
resolving the many problems re- 


sulting from changing the current - 


location, as well as bringing the 
site up to an adequate topograph- 
ical level to use as a recreation 
area for the town. 

Completion of the Chandler road 
location as a dump is anticipated 
within the year. 

The manager has requested a 
meeting with the state authorities 
in an effort to point out further the 
town’s efforts toward compliance 
with regulations and obtaining an 
extension. 

Andover is the fir st community 
in this area to be cited by the 
state. 

The regulations adopted last 
April are now being enforced by 
state health authorities and it is 
anticipated that Andover will not 
be alone in its citation proceed-

The issue involving use of salt 
to combat winter conditions has 
been inserted by former Town 
Manager Richard J. Bowen. 

The former manager wants the 
selectmen to respond to how they 
are regulating the use of chlorides 
during the winter months. 

The article, as presented, would 
prohibit the use of salt anywhere 
in town, including private streets 
and even driveway s. 

The former manager also has 


placed an article in the warrant 
regarding overall zoning regula- 
tions in the community as far as 
housing is concerned. 

The league of women voters 
study committee on town meeting 
has submitted an article for con- 
sideration dealing with bylaws 
regulating conduct at town meeting. 

A rezoning article would 
reclassify property on Centra! 
street from single residence to 
general business. The property 
includes the McArdle building 
which the town has been consider- 
ing for use as a drop-in center. 

Inserted by the selectmen are 
articles which would ask the state 


to exempt the positions of 
highway, water superintendent and 
public works director from civil 
service status, along with the 
supervisor of the new treatment 
plant. Present employees inthose 
jobs would be exempted. 

Another rezoning article has 
been inserted by Dr. Richard V. 
Lindsey asking that he be allowed 
to expand his veterinary hospital 
on Lowell street, according to zon- 
ing regulations. The veterinarian 
has been denied permission for 
needed expansion by the zoning 
board of appeals, due to the cur- 
rent classification of the property 
owned by him. 

Selectman Milton J. Greenberg 
again asks for a change in the 
establishing of a quorum for town 
meeting. Greenberg would like the 
figure to read five percent of the 
registered vote, rather than the 
current 350 regulation. 

The police department has asked 
that the town approve petitioning 
the legislature for back pay 
to which they are entitled. The 
new contract for police personnel 
was signed after the wage freeze 
was imposed, thus the money was 
returned to the treasury. The 
amount of $7,300 is to be distri- 
buted among the persons covered 
by the contract. 

Money articles include $106,000 
for storm drains, according to 
the town’s master plan, $26,000 for 
updating the water distribution 
system master plan, and $100,000 
for reinforcing the water distribu- 
tion system.

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Editorial Comment 


The school department has produced a budget prospectus 
for 1972 which can be considered commendable. 


As could be expected, the budget is higher than a year 
ago, but well within guidelines established to keep the town’s 
expenses on an even keel this year. 


For the town’s largest agency to come in with a pros- 
pective increase of only ten per cent is an example of what 
can be accomplished if specific guidelines are established 
and adhered to. 

Cursory examination would reveal that the department’s 
budget is presented with no sacrifice in programming, or 
personnel. 

New programs instituted for the benefit of the town’s 
educational system, have not been dropped, but retained 
and kept within realistic bounds. 

To continue such practice in the year’s ahead may be 
difficult, but school authorities have exemplified their de- 
sire to assist the town in its economy mindedness this year. 


The Dump 


State authorities have ordered the town to conform to 
regulations regarding its use of the sanitary disposal site. 

Such action was probably inevitable, since in this en- 
vironmentally-concerned age, disposal of solid waste is 
becoming more and more of a problem. _ 

The action, of course, dictates that Andover must ex- 
pend additional sums of money to bring the landfill opera- 
tion up to standards. 

Whatever measures are decided upon by town meeting in 
March to mect the state’s standards, it would appear to be 
only a stop gap measure. 

Andover, like other communities, is forced to look into 
the overall problem on more than just a short term basis. 

Proper operation and maintenance of a landfill system 
almost dictates municipal pickup of trash and rubbish. 

We have already seen what institution of a new service 
means in cost, as witness the garbage collection contract 
which has increased sharply this past year. 

Providing proper cover for a landfill is another problem. 
Is there sufficient supply available and if so, can it be 
brought to the site economically? 

Can Andover’s present site withstand the increased 
burden placed upon it by changing regulations and man- 
dates, such as the ban on burning? . 

At the moment it would seem that additional improve- 
ments must be made to meet the state’s current mandate, as 
far as the local dump is concerned. 

But let us and the state realize, it took us a long time to 
make this mess, and we have been attempting slowly to 
correct the situation. . 

Unless the financially crippled state can offer some 
monetary assistance, don’t force us into pocketbook- 
shattering regulations. 

Utopia is something often desired, but seldom achievable 
due to its Camelot-type requirements. 


The Elderly 


Isnt it about time local officials stopped: fooling around 
with such an incidental budget as that for which the Council 
on Aging is responsible? 

The council has charge of providing activity for Andover’s 
senior citizens. 

Last week, the budget request was about to be reduced, 
since the new quarters for the Andover Haven, it was felt, 
had been leased to another occupant. 

The selectmen felt that the additional rent requested for 
new quarters would be unnecessary. 

Later, it was determined that the expanded facilities 
would be available when the budget allowed, thus the 
money placed back in the council’s budget. 

Even if the new, larger quarters, were not available, we 
are all for providing sufficient sums to allow for more pro- 
grams for the senior citizens, or just to have the money 
available should some better quarters be found. 

Frankly, we’re a little fed up with providing all sorts of 
funds to provide programs for the apathetic young, while 
neglecting those who want little more in the twilight of their 
lives than a little companionship, fellowship, or whatever, 
and a place to enjoy it. 

Let us provide adequate funds for those who appreciate 
the token consideration a municipality can offer. 


School Budget 


In all likelihood, by the time the budget reaches the floor 
of town meeting, there may be further reduction, making it 
the smallest annual increase in several years. 

The department’s request for additional space, which 
also could have been anticipated, seems nominal. 

To be requested is $60,000 for planning funds for addi- 
tion and renovation of the Shawsheen and Doherty schools. 

Unlike a year ago, when the school department presented 
a panic plan for an addition to Doherty, their thoughts this 
year appear to be better planned and geared to a sensible 
expansion of the town’s elementary housing needs. 

Overall, the school department has made what appears to 
be a sensible approach to 1972 financial problems - one 
which can be looked upon, we might suggest, by both the 
Finance Committee and the townspeople. 

It will permit additional attention to be applied to the 
town’s general budget consideration, which has been pro- 
jected toward a 22 per cent increase, a subject the FinCom 
already has placed on a downward trajectory.

Thick 
snow left to accumulate may turn 
to ice and bend evergreens and 
deciduous shrubs out of shape.

For educators to want to hold 
non-students with alot of academic 
pap is, in my opinion, an exercise 
in futility. Without motivation, 
there can be no education. 

Education may be too much of 
an obsession with some of us. 
We have made ‘‘dropout” a dirty 
word, synonymous with failure. 

The fact that a youngster drops 
out of school does not mean that 
all is lost. Those without further 
education can become responsible 
citizens. Others will have 
numerous opportunities for later 
schooling when the facts of life 
provide them with the requisite 
stimulus. 

You can lead a horse to water 
but his intake depends on thirst. 
I believe there are situations where 
the wisest course is to stop bugging 
youngsters with education, and to 
take their ‘‘no’’ for an answer.

 Wuaste To 
Our Earw 


By Edward P. Grigoli 
Director of Music 


The ‘‘Viola” is held and played 
like a violin, though it is larger 
in size. It may be called the 
“Alto” or high ‘‘tenor’’ of the 
string choir. Although the viola 
does not produce the brilliant high 
tones of the violin, it compensates 
by going lower and sounding more 
sombre and mellow. Its tone 
may also be described as having 
a subdued and ‘‘veiled’? charm 
and dignity unique among the 
strings. 

The ‘Cello’ (a_ shortened, 
general name for violoncello) is 
much larger than the viola, so 
much so that it is held between 
the knees of the player, as were 
some viols that existed before 
perfection of the modern violin 
family between the late sixteenth 
and the early eighteenth centuries. 
The ‘‘cello’? may be considered 
the ‘‘low tenor’’ or the ‘‘baritone 
contante.’”? Often it is the real 
bass of the string choir when the 
double-basses are not used. 

The ‘‘double-bass,’’ known also 
as the contra-bass, bass viol, or 
the string bass, is the lowest 
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pitched and largest of the string 
family, and bears a kinship to the 
ancient double-bass viol, the 
violone, consort viol, and the viola 
da gamba. It is the ‘‘basso- 
profundo”’ voice of the string choir. 
The double-bass is greatly used 
to duplicate the cello parts, sound- 
ing on octave lower - hence the 
term double-bass. Its deep, heavy 
tone is equally ef‘ective in por- 
traying placidity, force, fierce 
agitation, foreboding gloom, 
heavy-handed humor, or, when 
played pizzicato, softly -and in 
unison, a somewhat ominous 
mood. The average music lover 
is usually only slightly acquaint- 
ed with this instrument as a solo 
medium, for the principal task 
of the double-bass is to supply a 
deep and firm bass for the har- 
monic structure above it, not un- 
like the lowest pitched pipes of 
the pipe organ. This grand old 
instrument is also used in Jazz, 
dance, and other contemporary 
music as a percussion instrument 
and very effectively as a solo 
instrument. 

For many years the double-bass 
had to be content with but three 
strings, but then the fourth and 
even a fifth were added. There 
are some five-stringed basses 
being used today. 

It will be found helpful in study- 
ing the timbre of the various 
instruments to use the ‘special 
records that illustrate the tone 
color of each _ instrument 
separately. The real apprecia- 
tion of instrumental tone color, 
however, comes with attentive lis- 
tening to the works of the masters,

Photographers for the most part 
are generally confined by choice 
to the medium of photography and 
there the matter lies. Nancy 
Sirkis, a New York photographer, 
is not content to work in that area 
alone. 

Rather, as her mood may indi- 
cate, another form of expression 
may take over, such as painting, 
and from Jan, 14 - Feb. 13 at

Acting On Building Offer 


The West Andover Community 
Association building on River Road 
is still under consideration for a 
regional program for special 
education, but local school 
authorities are seeking answers to 
specific questions before pro- 
ceeding. 

The former North School 
building was offered to the school 
department by the association for 
its special education for excep- 
tional children program sometime 
ago.

Such items as how muchrenova- 
tions costs would be must be 
included in the cost of the program. 

‘‘The other communities are 
agreeable to participation in the 
program, as long as Andover does 
it,”? Dr. Seifert points out, adding 
that such action is fine, but there 
are certain tangibles which must 
be considered. 

‘*‘How much will ‘the state par- 
ticipate in cost, how much will 
the individual communities con- 
tribute and will Andover be 
compensated equitably for con- 
ducting the program,’’ are among 
the major considerations. 

To the local superintendent, it’s 
a case of viewing the worthiness 
of the program, but it must bea 
strictly co-operative venture, not 
one in which Andover takes the 
burden off neighboring towns. 

Other factors to consider include 
the number of students to be 
accomodated in the program and 
how long the facility will last as 
a base for the project. 

Dr. Seifert feels it must be 
determined if the facility will be 
good for a number of years, or 
will it be short term after which 
new and additional space will be 
required. 

‘*All these factors must be con- 
sidered before we move into the 
program,’ Dr. Seifert states,
